FURY OF THE WINDS. 


A Terrific Toraado at East St. Louis 
—Houses Biown Down, Locomo- 
tives Lifted from the Track-and 
Steamboats Damaged— 

A Vinee ot Milliane 


MANY PERSONS HILLED. 


St. Lovrs, March 8.—A most terrific hur- 
ricane passed over a portiod of East St. Louis 
between two and three o'clock this afternoon. 
Tbhegvind first came from the southeast, ac- 
ecompauied by a brisk shower, but suddenly 
veered to the soutbwest, and came with a 
fury and force never before +itnessed in this 
latitude. It first struck the elevator 
on the bank of the river, and t.©k part of its 
roof off, and passing ou.1u a dife northeast 
direction, it totally demolished the freigut de- 
potof the 8t. Louis and Vandalia railroad, 
300 feet long by 100 feet wide, and a water- 
tank 80 feet high. The freight aud passen- 
ger depotof the Southeastern railroad, two 
freight depots, a portion of a passeager de- 
pot and ticket office anda large Sound-hou-e 
of the Chicago aud Alton railroad, the c#®- 
house, scale-office and paitof oneof the 
freaght depots of th» Ohioand Mississippi 
railroad, the freightand passenger depots of 
the Toledo ard Vabash ro and 
vumber of dwelliog houses iv the vicinity: a 

portion of the roof of the Terre Haute and I[n- 

dianspolis depot was blown off; nearly all the 

derncks and otber appliances used in the 

construction of the bridge were torn from vbeir 

places and blown into the river.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


The Great Mystery of the Nathan As- 
sassination Solved—The Crime 
Committed by a Noted 
Burgiar Now at 
Large. 


FULL DESCRIPTION OF HIM, 


New York, March 8 —The Tribuae to 
morrow will publish the following: ‘The 
mystery that hasso long attended the Na- 
tban murder seems at length cleared up. 
Superintendent Kelso claims that the 
murderer is a well-known thief, and 
desperado named William Forrester, with 
half a dozen aliases. So certain is the super- 
intendent that his information is correct that 
he has sent to every chief of police in the 
United States and Canada, and to many of 
those in Europe, a copy of the following cir- 
cu lar:

He 
states, bowever, that before the death of 
Superivtendent Seda tha officer received 
information which convinced bim that For- 
rester was the murderer,and sent detectives 
to various points in the United States to find 
end and arrest bim. Siwece Superintendent 
Jourdan’s death these efforts have been con- 
tirued by his successor, but thus far without 
success, Superintendent Kelso complains of 
wattof cu-operauon On the part of certain 
detcciivesin othor eities, his efforts aud those 
of his officers being often thwarted by meu 
who should leud aid, instead of placiag ob- 
stacles inthe way gf those having the object 
of brivging the murderer to justice,

These are bell-ve@®® be the principal facts 
on which Superintendent Kelso, Justice 
Dowling, and Judge Cardose base their be- 
lief that Forrester is the assassin. In addi- 
tion, ever since the murder he has avoided a!l 
of his old companions, and has not 
been seen in any of his well-kaown 
heun‘s in this and othercities. It is more 
than probable that he is in some out of-the- 
way place in the far West, or in some small 
country town, workiog as a laborer at a 
trade, erdeavorivg by this means 
to divert suspicion. Certain it is 
that he has not been seen by the police of 
any of our large citiessince the murder. He 
is too well known to the heads of police of 
yarious cities to have escaped their search 
usd he made his appearance in any large 
LOwD. ‘

The Supposed Iatanticide Case. 

Yesterday morning in the City Court, Judge 
Price presiding, the evidence was beard inthe 
case Of the colored woman America Kipe, who 
was charged with having felontously concealed 
the birth of her child, that it might cot be known 
whether Jt was born alive or not. 

Dr. Scott testified that he had made an exami- 
mation of the woman en the 6.h, and found that 
she had been prematurely deliveredof a chiid. 
The child was very much decomposed and seemed 
to have beey born a week before. The size of the 
foetus, the absenee of any signs of a bard labor, 
and the general physical condition of the woman 
Indicated r@theran abortion thap a premature 
delivery... The foe.us bad not the appearance of 
a Viable child. It weighed about one and a half 
pounds. The woman bad gone with child abou, 
five and a haif months. He considered a gesta- 
tion Of six months and fifteen days about the 
shortest period for viabliity, though he believed 
there Was ab instance of a viable child of a little 
less than six months. 

W. E. Kees statedthat the woman bad lived in 
his house #s a servant about two years. He knew 
little about the case. No one whom she called 
her busband came to see her. A colored man 
used to visit her occasionaliy. She had to do al; 
the work oO! the house, a3 there was no ovher ger- 
vant.

Assummer-heat is approaching, ani as the end 
of wickedness, prophecied by Mr. Irvin Moore, ts 
not, we yesterday visited the jaf! to ascertain 
whether the improvements in the architecture of 
that establishment, so eften urged upon the an- 
thorities, had been considered. Unless the new 
jali is completed or the old one changed, before 
mid-summer, great suffering is bound to ensue 
to those unfortunates Who most enjoy the privi- | 
leges of that institution. The wise maxim of 
the law that every man is presumed innocent 
unti) proven guilty, cannot Oi d a better practi- 
cal application thanin a due regard to the healtb 
and comfort of those who are held in custody 
awaiting trial. Comparatively few persons are 
pat inthe custody of the jailer for purposes of 
undergoing a legal penalty, and even that few 
sbould suffer only a deprivation of liberty as the 
law intends, and not a jeopardy of bealth. 

From our observation yesterday, we sbould re- 
gard item absolute crime to lock a man, in the 
month of August, In one of the cells on the third 
s'oop of our jail. The hot suo pouring down 
upon the flat iron roof must make the heat in- 
tolerable. In fact, more than one prisoner came 
near losing bis life from suffocation last sum- 
mer. The double cells,in which two men are 
imprisoned tcgether, are orly seveam by elght 
feet in size, and about the same fn height, while 
the singie ceils are five by six or seven—mere 
ovens. The means of ventilation are 
horribly defictent. What might be 
caNed a small crevice around each of the flat 
skv-ligbts inthe roof above the hall, through 
which the little air that fods its wayits sifted 
into the cells between the narrow fnuterstices of 
the bars across the door; anda small three-inch 
pipe let down through the roof into the cell, are 
the only avenues by which a pure breath of air 
can get into these dens of suffocation. We 
imagined yesterday how stifling it must be in 
July, when in March we experienced a palpable 
sense cf oppression while siiting fora moment in 
ove Of tbe cells. The roof over the hall and over 
the ceils of the upper stoop, should be raised 
elyht feet bigherto makethe p.ace enodurabdie 
during ihe summer months.

A COSTLY ACCIDENT. 


Boiler Explosion, at Du Pont’s Paper 


A boller «xplosiou)took place at the extensive 
papers mill oft A. V. Du Pont & Co., on Tenth and 
Monroe street:, abou: 9 o’clock last night, which 
Wa» One Of the most remarkable occurrences that 
has ever come to our notice. The cause of the 
explosion 1s upkaown, and Jt occurred at a time 
when no one had tbe least tdea that 

cause for such a mishap ex- 
isted. It took place in what ts kaown 
as the rag rotary botler, which was situated on 
tbe third floor and near the center of the build- 
ing. Toe head of the boiler was blown out, going 
Ip one direction, and the boiler ttself tn another 
Tbe latter was thrown a distance of tso bupdred 
and thirtf-five feet, passing through the four 
walls of the mill, tearing a hole of about twenty 
feet high by ten feet wide, passing also through 
the artesian building acd landing at the founda- 
tion of Graipger’s mill, on Tenth street. The 
damages tothe mill amount to about $36,0u0, 
upon which ihere ts, of course, no Insurance. A 
remarkable, as well as @ gratifving feature of the 
accident, is tbat no one was huri, though a num- 
of men were at work In the m!]) at the (Ime. 


Flush Times.

related ilustrative of the sorartness, energy, 
ialept and ever genius of these rors elictted pir- 
ticularly the clos ttention of th. auvtence,

filled with. Yet there is a scarcity of intelli- 
gent, responsible labor. You want pure purses 
and household servants, for into their hands you 
place the cure of your little innocents, who 
should be as dearto you as the apple or your 
eye. Think for a moment of thelr power, 
and the imflucnce of early tmpressions 
for or evil. Cast your cnildren 
Into the hanvs of those who have a senge of the 
responsibility resting upon them and a knowl- 
edge of right and wrong. Then here you have 
the materia! for such servants. To you, Irish- 
men of ihis country, I feel free toappeal. Some- 
thing must be done to prevent our population 
from being crowded into the lowest portions of 
den:e y-populated cities, where honesty 
and morality is tbe exceptien and 
crime avd vice the rule. Irishwomen have a 
pre-+ mipent reputation throughout the world for 
thels virtue, as well as their love of children.
